An old German legend relates that when 
St. XVinfrid had converted a great number of 
p agans, he began to cut d own a giant oak which 
had been the object of their worship . 
A sud d en 
wind tore the tree from its roots. 
Crashing to 
earth, it sp lit into four sections. But just behind 
it, unharmed , stood a young fir tree, lik e a green 
finger p ointing toward the stars. Turning to the 
p eop le, XXTnfrid said : 
“This little tree shall be your holy tree to­ 
night. It is a wood of p eace, for your houses are 
built of fir. 
It is the sign of end less life, for its 
leaves are ever green. See how it p oints up ward 
to heaven. Let this be called the tree of the Christ 
Child ; gather about it, not in the wild wood , but 
in your own homes; there it will shelter, not 
d eed s of blood , but loving gifts and rites of k ind ­ 
ness.” 
Such, accord ing to the legend , was the orig­ 
in of the Christmas tree. 
On Christmas morning, millions of Ameri­ 
can families gathered around the Christmas tree 
to d istribute the “loving gifts” it sheltered . And 
there was everywhere a clean, joyous sp irit of af­ 
fection and good will. In churches throughout the 
land , carols were sung to the Prince of Peace, who 
had come again with His own p eerless gift—the 
gift of p eace. 
He came, in p overty and obscurity, 2,000 
years ago, bringing the selfsame gift. 
Too few 
have seized and cherished it in their souls; but 
each year the Babe comes again, and each year 
the gift is offered anew. That is why Christmas 
is both a joy and a rep roach. It is lik e a sud d en 
cleaning of the world ; but its wond er d ies be­ 
cause men will not k eep its holiness in their hearts. 
St. Winfrid saw in the slend er tree a finger 
p ointing to heaven. Christmas is an invitation to 
mank ind to taste the celestial bread of p eace, and 
to ask for more. It’s the tend er voice of the Christ 
Child p lead ing for a p lace of warmth and security 
in the homes of men. It is Christ, the Man, v. ho 
hung from a tree of d eath, look ing d own up on a 
world which has sp urned the p eace for which He 
came; but who, because His p atience is infinite, 
returns to ask men, “not d eed s of blood , but lov­ 
ing gifts and rites of k ind ness.”
